PRESTIGE, SAYS 


PRESIDENTS AID 


Adviser Seems to Dif- 
fer with Eisenhower 
On Importance of 
Matching Russia in 
Space Exploration. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 13 (AP) 
~—President Eisenhower’s science 
adviser said today America is 
engaged in a scientific and tech- 
nological contest with Russia 
which currently “involves our 
national prestige, and tomorrow, 
perhaps, our very survival.” 

In expressing that view, the 
adviser, Dr. George B. Kistia- 
kowsky, appeared to differ with 
the President to some extent. 

At a press conference in Wash- 
ington Jan. 26, Mr. Eisenhower 
replied ‘“‘not particularly, no” 
when asked whether he felt that 
this country’s international pres- 
tige was at stake in the matter 
of catching up with the Soviet 
Union—as the reporter put it— 
in the field of space exploration. 

The President added that the 
United States has a five-year 
record in space exploration that 
is not only admirable but one 
to be proud of. 

Kistiakowsky’s remarks today 
were in a speech prepared for 
the university of Pennsylvania’s 
mid-winter convocation. He said: 

“To accomplish two of the ob- 
jectives stated in the Constitution 
—to provide for the common de- 
fense and to insure domestic 
tranquility—we have marshaled 
strong human resources. Many 
brave and imaginative men and 
women are helping to push out- 
ward the boundaries of knowl- 
edge and to reduce frontiers of 
ignorance.” 

Involves Prestige. 

Then, without specific mention 
of space exploration, Kistia- 
kowsky added: “I need not dis- 
course on the scientific and tech- 
nological contest with the Soviet 
Union which today involves our 
national prestige, and tomorrow, 
perhaps, our very survival.” 

Kistakowsky is ‘the second 
high-placed administration offi- 
cial who has said publicly in the 
last month that United States 
prestige is involved in connec- 
tion with Russia’s achievements 
_ in the scientific field. 

George V. Allen, chief of the 
United States Information 
Agency, recently told Congress 
that this country is in a space 
race with Russia and that Amer- 
ican prestige appears to be suf- 
fering in the contest. 

Mr. Eisenhower Answers. 

Mr. Eisenhower, who has said 
several times that the United 
States is not in any science 
space race with the Soviet Union, 
was asked at a Feb. 3 press con- 
ference for comment on Allen’s 
remarks, 

The President replied that his 

December tour of 11 nations 
indicated that America’s prestige 
is rather high. As for space 
activity, he said this country has 
worked out a proper plan of ex- 
ploration and that the thing to 
do is to follow it positively. 
‘ The President noted with re- 
spect to the military aspects of 
the space picture that he has 
ordered full speed ahead on de- 
velopment of a super booster 
rocket engine, and has requested 
more money for the project. He 
conceded that the Russians are 
far ahead of the United States in 
development of such engines.

BOSTON, Feb. 13—Officers of 
the Dutch freighter Utrecht will 
be called as state’s witnesses 
when the murder trial of Willem 
Van Rie is resumed Monday, 
John F. McAuliffe, assistant dis- 
trict attorney, announced today. 
Also to be called as the prose- 
cution unfolds its case will be |

harbor the night Mrs. Lynn Kauff- | 
man of St. Louis disappeared 
overboard. 
Van Rie is charged with beat- 
ing Mrs. Kauffman, Washington 
University research assistant, and 
throwing her body over the side 
as the ship was leaving Boston 
harbor en route to New York 
last Sept. 18. The defendant was 
the radio operator aboard the 
ship. , 

‘Sordid’ Romance. 
In his opening statement, Mc- 
Auliffe charged that Van -Rie 
posed as a bachelor, engaged in 
a “‘sordid’’ romance with Mrs. 
Kauffman and beat her “into 
helplessness’”’ when they engaged 
in a heated argument in her 
cabin. .. 
Seven witnesses testified after 
the opening statement. They 
set the stage for later testimony, 
describing the location of Mrs. 
Kauffman’s cabin and other 
parts of the ship. 
Immigration and public health 
inspectors identified the dead 
woman’s passport photograph. 
They said they had talked to her 
the day the Utrecht left Boston 
and that she was wearing a 
sweater, Bermuda shorts and 


slippers. 

When her body was washed 
ashore on a Boston harbor island 
the morning of Sept. 19 it was 
clad only in Bermuda shorts 
and slippers. 

Thomas Davis, a draftsman in 
the Boston Police Department, 
pointed out important features 
of the Utrecht’s passenger area 
with scale drawings he had 
made. 

His testimony established that 
there was deck space 12 feet 
wide between the porthole of 
Mrs. Kauffman’s cabin and the 
ship’s rail. He said he had 
crawled through the port hole, 
which was about 16 inches in 
diameter. 

Van Rie’s wife, Nella, sat ex- 
pressionless as McAuliffe de- 
scribed her husband’s shipboard 
romance with Mrs. Kauffman 
and two other women whose 
identities he said would be dis- 
closed later. 

“It hurt me deeply,” she told 
reporters later, “but I am pre- 
pared to hear everything, to face 
everything. I have to be.” 

The 30-year-old Mrs. Van Rie 
sat in the front row about 10 
feet from the prisoner’s dock 
where her husband was sitting. 
McAuliffe said the romance

Mikoyan Signs Trade 
Agreement With 
Castro Regime — 
Credit to Be Repaid 
in 12 Years. 


HAVANA, Feb. 13 (AP) — 
Anastas I. Mikoyan and Prime 
Minister Fidel Castro today 
signed an agreement by which 
the Soviet Union will buy 5,000,- 
000 tons of Cuban sugar over a 
five-year period and give 
Castro’s regime a $100,000,000 
credit to be repaid in 12 years. 

Under the agreement, which 
the Soviet deputy premier signed 
only four hours before his 
scheduled departure, the Soviet 
Union will buy 1,000,000 tons of 
sugar annually. The Russians 
have been buying from 300,000 
to 600,000 tons a year. 

Of the sugar purchases, 200,000 
tons annually will be paid for

| by a barter agreement, Cuba 


exchanging sugar for Soviet pro- 
ducts Castro wants for agricul- 
tural and industrial development. 

The pact makes the Soviet 
Union the second largest buyer 
of Cuban sugar. The United 
States pays cash for more than 
2,000,000 tons a year on the 
average. 

The Soviet Union will pay the 
world market price, currently 3 
cents a pound. The United States 
pays a premium of 2 to 2% 
cents over the world price. 

Cuba will use the $100,000,000 
Soviet credit to purchase Rus- 
sian agricultural and industrial 
machinery and will pay 244 per 
cent interest annually. 

The announcement of the trade 
treaty said it was drafted in an 
all-night session with the Cuban 
delegation headed by Maj. 
Ernesto (Che) Guevara, leftist 
president of Cuba’s National 
Bank. 2 

Ties May Be Resumed. 

The semi-official newspaper 
Revolution, which announced the 
trade agreement, made no men- 
tion of two other possible re- 
sults of Mikoyan’s 10-day visit 
to Cuba. 

These are resumption of diplo-. 
matic relations broken off by 
former dictator Fulgencio 
Batista and Mikoyan’s offer to 
“sell warplanes to Cuba if they 
ask us for them.” 

Mikoyan appeared on a nation- 
wide TV broadcast last night and 
said he had come to Cuba only 
to promote Soviet-Cuban friend- 
ship, not to upset “historic” 
United States-Cuban relations. 

Diplomatic relations between 
Russia and Cuba were broken 
off the day after President Ful- 
gencio Batista seized power in 
1952. Batista was overthrown by 
Castro on Jan. 1, 1959. 


ARGENTINIANS 
GROW IMPATIENT 


OVER SUBMARINE 


BUENOS AIRES, Feb. 13 (AP) 
—The ‘Battle of Golfo Nuevo’’ 
went into the fifteenth day today 
with Argentinians thirsting for 
action. 

There was growing impatience 
about the mystery submarine: the 
navy claims it has trapped in 
the remote inlet in the south 
Atlantic. 

The newspaper La Razon pub- 
lished a dispatch from Puerto 
Madryn, near the scene of the 
chase, saying the navy had un- 
leashed a full scale attack on 
the submarine. 

Official silence about how 
things are going only whetted 
the appetite of Argentinians who 
recall that twice before the navy 
reported sighting foreign sub- 
marines in Argentine territorial 
waters. Both got away without 
being identified. 

The corvette La Republica, 
carrying the most modern anti- 
submarine equipment the Argen- 
tine navy possesses, was rushed 
to the search scene from patrol 
duty several hundred miles to the 
north.

No Congratulations. 

Official reaction was cold and 
restrained and avoided extend- 
ing congratulations to the 
French. 

A State Department statement 
| said: “The announcement of an 
atomic detonation by the French 
government was not unexpected 
since that government has in 
past public statements made 
known its intentions indepen- 
dently to design, fabricate and 
explode such a device.” 

President Eisenhower was in- 
formed of the successful French 
test after he arose this morning 
at his farm home at Gettys- 
burg, Pa. Press Secretary James 
C. Hagerty said at the White 
House that there would be no 
presidential comment. 

Faction Strengthened. 

The French achievement 
strengthened the hand of a iac- 
tion in the government that has 
been pressing for broad sharing 
of nucletar weapons with the 
French as a move to bring 
France back into full co-opera- 
tion with the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, 

But the United States position 
remains, nevertheless, that 
France is not yet a full-fledged 
member of the so-called ‘nuclear 
club.” This has been the view in 
the administration and in Con- 
gress in recent weeks as officials 


| 


awaited the French explosion. 

The explosion proved in any 
case that France had manufac- 
tured the necessary amount of 
plutonium and had learned how 
to fire it. A congressional 
source pointed out that this 
much was true, even if the 
French had to use up in one 
blast all the plutonium they had 
been able to scrape together. 

The question of France as a 
nuclear power has been dis- 
cussed widely in recent weeks 
as a result of an administration 
move to extend the sharing of 
atomic weopons with allies. No 
precise proposal has been made 
public, and there has been disa- 
greement within the administra- 
tion whether the move can be 
made under the President’s 
emergency powers or whether 
new legislation would be neces- 
sary. 7 
Speculation on Transfer. 

An immediate speculation was 
that the President was consider- 
ing transferring some atomic 
weapons to France and other 
Allies. Mr. Eisenhower gave ad- 
ditional weight to this supposi- 
tion at his news conference Feb. 
3, when he said he thought the 
law should be liberalized to per- 
mit sharing atomic weapons with 
allies classified as reliabie.

Effect Return of 
Missing Brewer. 


~GOLDEN, Colo., Feb. 13 (AP) 
—Secrecy, requested by the fam- 
ily, shrouded developments to- 
day in the disappearance four 
days ago of Adolph Coors III, 
44 years old, wealthy brewer. 

Officers withdrew from the 
Coors mansion yesterday at the 
request of his wife, Mary, 
mother of their four children. 

“IT am requesting that no one 
interfere with any steps that 
might be taken to effect my 
husband’s safe return,” Mrs. 
Coors said. Members of the 
family have told reporters they 
believe Coors was_ kidnaped. 
Sheriff Art Wermuth said he 
thinks Coors was abducted for 
ransom. No one has said whether 
any ransom demands have been 
made. 

Scott Werner, FBI agent in 
charge at Denver who is direct- 
ing federal officers on the case, 
had a terse “no comment” last 
night when asked about a pub- 
lished report that the alleged 
kidnapers had made a contact. 

The unattributed story pub- 
lished in the Rocky Mountain 
News at Denver had no details 


of the reported contact and the 
source of the information was 
not given. Golden is 12 miles 
west of Denver. 

The FBI has never said 
whether it believes Coors was 
kidnaped. ‘‘We are still investi- 
gating’ Werner told reporters 
yesterday. 

Coors disappeared Tuesday 
morning on a _ back country 
road from his rambling resi- 
dence at Morrison, 17 miles 
southwest of Denver, to. the 
Coors brewery and porcelain 
plants. They are at Golden, 10 
miles north of his home. 

His station wagon, the engine 
still running, was found empty 
near a wooden bridge. Splatters 
of human blood stained the front 
seat upholstery and a railing of 
the bridge. His eyeglasses and 
cap were lying beside the road. 

His younger brothers, William 
and Joseph, told reporters he 
had no enemies. He was chair- 
man of the board of Adolph 
Coors Co. William managed the 
Coors brewery and Joseph the 
porcelain plant. 

Adolph Coors II, 76-year-old 
father of the three men, re- 
turned from a Hawaiian vaca- 
tion for the announced purpose 
of “‘dealing with crooks who are 
in business. They have something 
I want to buy—my son. The 
price is secondary.”

U.S. SAYS SECRET 
SATELLITE COULD 
AVERT DETECTION 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (UPI) 
—The Defense Department dis- 
closed today that the United 
States system for discovering 


secret satellites could detect only 
those that approach to within 
less than 1000 miles of the earth. 

A spokesman also said there 
was a “gap” about 700 miles 
wide between two fan-shaped ra- 
dar detection beams. A secret 
satellite could temporarily escape 
detection in the gap. 

The system, set up by the 
Navy in 1958, is called the space 
surveillance (SPASUR) radar 
“fence.” 


The Defense Department an- 
nounced Wednesday that the 
SPASUR fence had detected an 
unidentified satellite in a near 
polar orbit. It said the object 
might be of Russian origin. The 
Soviet Union has denied putting 
up a secret satellite. 


The possibility still was being 
considered that the object might 
be a part of one of the Soviet 
lunik rockets or one of America’s 
Discoverer satellite launchers. 

There are two SPASUR broad- 
casting stations, at Jordan Lake, 
Ala., and Gila River, Ariz. Each 
has two receiving stations at Fort 
Stewart, Ga., and Silver Lake, 
Miss., in the East, and Brown 
field, near San Diego, Calif., and 
Elephant Butte, N.M., in the 
West.

The plane was found last year 
in the Libyan desert where it 
had lain undiscovered since it 
crashed in the war. The fate of 
the crew had remained a mystery. 


The bodies were discovered 
Thursday by an American oil 
exploration worker, James Back- 
haus, of Wyoming. They were 85 
miles from the plane. 


United States Air Force men 
from Wheelus Air Force base, 
near Tripoli, flew to the site 
yesterday, They confirmed that 
the bodies were from the crew 
of the bomber, lost 17 years ago 
returning from a bombing mis- 
sion over Italy. 


Military equipment, personal 
effects and a pair of sunglasses 
of the type worn by United States 
airmen convinced Wheelus per- 
sonnel that the bodies were those 
of crew members of the bomber. 


The sunglasses, found undam- 
aged, bore the name of Second 
Lt. D. P. Hays, listed as navi- 
gator of the plane. Hays, son of 
lisa Hays, of Lees Summit, Mo., 
is one of nine men listed in Air 
Force combat records as having 
been lost in action in connection 
with the bomber. 


The bodies were found close- 
ly grouped in an area littered 
with canteens, flashlights, para- 
chute remains, a sheepskin 
flight jacket, shoes, a Mae West 
life vest and personal supplies. 

A Wheelus spokesman said it 
was apparent the group followed 
desert survival instructions to 
the letter before they died. 

Col. William Woods, of Oak- 
land, Calif., Wheelus chaplain, 
conducted a service over the 
remains. Oil exploration work- 
ers joined in the service. 

United States Air Force au- 
thorities did not release the 
names of the five immediately.

President Charles de Gaulle 
announced France’s first nuclear 
blast in a communique issued by 
the Defense Ministry. It declared 
France is now in a better posi- 
tion to negotiate with the United 
States, Britain and. Russia to- 
ward nuclear disarmament. 

The communique said an 
“atomic device” went off suc- 
cessfully from a tower at point 
zero at Tanezrouf, deep in the 
desert near Reggane at 6 a.m. 
(midnight St. Louis time). 

The explosion came after a 
period of more than a year in 
which no atomic blasts had been 
announced by the other powers 
while negotiations on a test bar 
were being held. France had 
made it plain that it did not 
feel bound by this “gentleman’s 

agreement” to bar tests.

About three hours after the 
bomb exploded the Defense 
Ministry said that there was no 
radioactive fallout in inhabited 
regions of the Sahara area. 

Most of the area was reopened 
to air traffic six hours after the 
explosion. Airlines were warned 
that flights over the area must 
be at an altitude of 3000 meters 
(about 10,000 feet) or more until 
further notice. The immediate 
area around the test site of Reg- 
gane remains off limits for com- 
mercial flights. 


News Sent to Paris. 


News of the blast was flashed 
direct from the test site about 
1500 miles south of Oran to De 
Gaulle in Paris, 

“The explosion took place in 
the conditions of strength and se- 
curity foreseen,” the commu- 
nique said. 

“Thus, France, because of its 
national effort, can reinforce its 
defensive potential, that of the 
(French) community and that of 
the West.” 

Only some 600 scientists and 
technicians saw the blast. Arab 
nomads in the area had been 
cleared out earlier by French 
patrols. 

The defense ministry said the 
test went off “‘with perfect pre- 
cision.” The countdown lasted 
a half hour and was automatical- 
ly controlled, At precisely 6 a.m, 
an electronic impulse triggering 
the bomb was sent over a coaxial 
cable from a control blockhouse 
to the tower, The ministry said 
the triggering device was made 
of “a conventional explosive” 
but did not identify it. 

Site Photographed. 

Jet fighters penetrated the ra- 
dioactive cloud sent up by the 
blast and tanks moved across the 
desert to photograph the explo- 
sion site. Several planes moni- 
tored the test from high altitudes 
and followed the radioactive dust 
scattered by the blast. 

One strange sight was that of a

SCIENTIFIC ONE 


It Will Raise Many 
Sticky Questions Af-

LONDON, Feb. 13—France’s 

explosion of an atomic device in 

the Sahara early this morning 
is a lot more important political- 
ly than it is scientifically. 
From a practical military 
viewpoint the explosion didn’t 
mean much. The device ex- 
ploded wasn’t even a bomb in 
the proper sense of the word, 
though it is only a question of 
time before the French can pro- 
duce a limited number of work- 
able bombs from the same ma- 
terial. 

What went off in the Sahara 


had been produced laboriously | 


over a period of more than two 
years from plutonium. This had 
been accumulated in a number 
of nuclear reactors built for the 


purpose of producing explosives. | 


The United .States and Russia 
have generally concentrated on 
weapons in which there is a 


which is a lot easier to handle 
and more efficient than plu- | 
- tonium. 


A Costly Process. 

But Uranium 235 can only be 
separated from Uranium 238 in 
gaseous diffusion separation 
plants costing hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars and using vast 
quantities of electricity. 

One American plant at Ports- 
mouth, O., reportedly uses as 


-’ much electricity as New York 
., City, All the American separa- 


tion plants taken together use 
as much electricity as all France 
uses for all purposes. 

France tried to get the Ger- 


mans to agree to help finance | 


the construction of such a sepa- 


' ration plant so thar the two 


countries together could develop 
an efficient weapons program. 
When the Germans refused, 
the French settled for the old- 
fashioned product’on of a lim-

France undertook the produc- 
tion of a nuclear weapon of its 
own because its lack of such 
weapons had excluded it from 
“the atomic club’ and had 
placed it in a position of in- 
feriority to the United States 
and Britain. 

It appears to be assumed in 
Paris that France will now 
automatically qualify for Amer- 
ican atomic aid and will also

tests. 

Speedup in Talks. 

The recent speedup in the Ge- 
neva conversations, which was 
‘sparked by an American pro- 
posal to halt all tests except 
minor underground explosions, 
was probably motivated by a de- 
sire to get an agreement before 
the French “horned in.”

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New City Rising 

Almost 40 years of change in downtown St. 
Louis have been given a vivid, personal sig- 
nificance by the opening of the first of the 
Plaza Apartments for inspection by possible 
tenants. Until now, the Memorial Plaza and 
its public buildings, the Aloe Plaza and its 
Milles fountain, the widening of such streets 
as Olive and Market as well as lesser im- 
provements have won approval largely be- 
cause they made the city more efficient or 
more handsome. 

One by one, these projects aroused intense 
interest and then came to be taken. for 
granted, That is why it rarely occurs to some 
of us that all of them have dovetailed into a 
super-project—a park and a group of hand- 
some buildings in what once was virtually a 
slum. The transformation between the Union 
Station and the Civil Courts, and between Kiel 
Auditorium and the Public Library and Lucas 
Park is creating a new residential area in the 
heart of the city. 

? * . 

This is a spectacular achieyement. And 
the work goes on at an accelerated pace. The 
new federal building under construction on, 
Market street will complete the impressive 
row of public buildings which includes the 
new postoffice, the auditorium and the cus- 
toms and federal court house. Development 
in depth is promised by Postmaster Bakewell’s 
welcome announcement that he is yielding so 
the city may obtain the parking site which the 
Post Office wanted for a truck terminal. An 
adjacent site will be obtained for the terminal. 
On the north side of the Plaza, the demolition 
of an old building soon will make half-con- 
cealed Christ Church Cathedral a prominent 
feature of the changed neighborhood. 

With such sweeping improvements all but 
assured, no daring imagination is required 
to envisage the few changes necessary to a 
complete transformation—for example, a mall 
between the old Courthouse and the new one. 
Even without these, St. Louis may compliment 
itself on a remarkable reversal of the decline 
which was supposed to be the fate of an 
aging city. 

* am 

The achievement has lost some of its luster 
only because it has been so long in the mak- 
ing. The key to it was the $88,872,500. bond 
issue voted early in 1923. A decade passed 
before work was started on the Plaza develop- 
ment. The riverfront has been the story of 
a quarter-century of delay and frustration, 
and the fight for adequate appropriations still 
must be. pressed in Washington. Compara- 
tively, the Plaza Apartments were built in a 
hurry. Actually, they also were slowed by 
red tape. ) 

Most of this is history now. But out of the 
delays—for which much of the blame rests 
elsewhere than in St. Louis—should come a 
firm determination to carry on at a quicker 
pace. That goes for improvements in other 
parts of the city, too. No tortoise will win 
the race against decay. After all, there is a 
target date to be met—the bicentenary of St. 
Louis in 1964. 


The Brannan Plan Again 


In his special farm méssage President Eisen- 
hower invited members of Congress to offer 
their own agricultural programs if they. did 
not like what he proposed. Sixteen Represen- 
tatives quickly responded with a plan that was 
almost the opposite of the policy urged. by 
Mr. Eisenhower, and which was interpreted as 
an indication that at least one influential 
group did not intend to accept a compromise 
along Administration lines. 

Their proposal doubtless will be regarded 
as a political gesture, and perhaps it was in 
part. Yet, since the present farm program 
obviously is a failure, a debate on the plan 
proposed by the Congressmen could do no 
harm. What the Congressmen suggest is a 
program based on the philosophy of the 
“Brannan plan,” which was denounced by Mr. 
Eisenhower in the "1952 campaign. It would 
provide for rigid marketing controls and com- 
pensatory payments, rather than support 
prices, if needed to assure farmers a fair re- 
turn. Payments would be limited to $5000 
a farm per, year, 

For more than a decade Republican politi- 
cians have attacked the Brannan concept as 
a scheme for regimenting farmers. It has 
never been debated on its merits. The fact 
is apparent that some way must be found 
to reduce the accumulating crop surpluses. 
This may in the end be the soundest approach 
yet devised. The Democrats should explain 
their plan thoroughly at the coming’ commit- 


_ tee hearings and give the public a chance to 


decide whether it is preferable to Secretary 
Benson’s objective of “getting rid of the Gov- 


- ernment’s stranglehold on agriculture.” 


Wrong-Way Tax Rate 

The Missoutl State Tax Commission has 
now officially confirmed a fact that ought 
to interest evéry home owner in St. Louis 


county, where. the Democratic - controlled — 


Council tentatively approved a 5-cent rise in 
the 94-cent levy on property. 
The fact is that the county last year enjoyed 
an 8 per cent in its tax base, with 
$119,046,589 in new assessment values having 
been added to the rolls. And it means that 
every penny of the tax rate levied this year 
will produce about $11,900 more for the 
County Treasury than it did a year ago. 

At the 94cent rate this windfall will 
amount to $1,118,600 in new money that the 
Council would have without raising taxes at 
all. The 5-cent rise that has been tentatively 
adopted would bring in an additional $682,000, 
thereby providing the Council with a total in 
-excess of $1,800,000 in new money. 3 

Under an unusual provision of the County 
charter this cash can’t be spent until after the 
Council adopts a final budget sometime next 
summer. But that still leaves plenty of time 
between then and the end of the year to dis- 
pose of it. And since the county government 
is operated largely on the principle of spoils 
politics, the Councilmen no doubt could find 
opportunities galore to do just that. . 


We do not deny that local spending must

Soviet Gestures for Cuba 


.» Premier Khrushchev’s statement in India ) 


of sympathy for Cuba, together with Deputy 
Premier Mikoyan’s extended visit to the 
island, shows that the Soviet Union wishes to 
court the Castro government. Premier Castro, 
in turn, is hardly a reluctant object of the suit. 

While this situation causes natural concern 
in Washington, the State Department has not 
suggested any protest, nor is there presently 
grounds for any. 

Mr. Khrushchev praises Cuba’s struggle for 
independence. Mr. Mikoyan has just signed a 
pact for buying Cuban sugar and granting 
$100,000,000 in credits. Could Washington ob- 
ject to Cuban recognition of the Soviet regime 
when this country recognizes Russia? Could 
the United States object either to Cuba’s 
struggle for independence or improved Cuban 
trade? The answer is that North Americans 
sympathize with Cuba’s efforts to achieve 
greater independence, and have doubts chief- 
ly about Premier Castro’s ability to achieve 
them. 

The Russian economic and diplomatic ap- 
proach to Cuba is proper enough and should 
be judged by results. After all, the United 
States has great advantages in proximity and 
history in dealing with Cuba and cannot logi- 
cally oppose competition there from other 
nations. The exception to this policy is, of 
course, military. This country would not per- 
mit establishment of a hostile base so near 
its own shores; the Russians should know that 
as well as the Cubans. 

For the United States, the problem of how 
to deal with Premier Castro is more vexing 
than any problems raised by the present So- 
viet gestures regarding Cuba. The latter may 
or may not prove productive. Certainly they 
have proved discomfiting to this country, but 
they may be primarily intended to be dis- 
comfiting. There should be some small com- 
fort in that. 


Auto Sales Point 


Representative Roberts of Louisiana is call- 
ing on the. automobile makers to include 
exhaust control devices as standard -equip- 
ment in their 1961 models. Governmental as 
well as private research laboratories have 
demonstrated beyond serious question the 
harmful effects on human health which stem 
from automobile fumes. The layman need 
not go to Los Angeles to learn how unpleasant 
they are. 

Aside from a new, economical engine free 
from this drawback, mechanical research has 
developed devices which eliminate the hazard 
in standard models. Concern for public health 
surely is far more important than the fin-tails, 
double and triple tail-lights and other razzle- 
dazzle with which the car designers try to 
please the motoring. public. Not the most 
remote threat of legislation was necessary to 
induce them to add chrome frou-frou and 
extra horsepower to their cars. 

With legislation already in force in Califor- 


‘nia and under consideration in other states, 


why do the auto-makers still hold back on 
exhaust eliminators? A decent regard for 
public health and comfort would seem to be 
a far better selling point than many of those 
used: in their show rooms. 


Senator Johnson’s Power 


The fact that the leading contenders for 


the Democratic presidential nomination are 
Senators is one that calls for an occasional bit 
of glee in the camp of Senator Johnson of 
Texas, whose candidacy is being taken more 
seriously than it was a few weeks ago. Mr. 
Johnson is the Majority Leader and a clever 
parliamentarian. Is there any reason why Mr. 
Johnson’s legislative schedule should not be 
light or non-existent on days when he would 
like to be politicking away from Washington? 
Or can anyone deny that Senators should be 
kept at their desks in this time of critical deci- 
sion, especially on days when Messrs. Syming- 
ton, Humphrey or Kennedy would like to be 
away politicking? It seems to us the Majority 
Leader has a neat advantage and we would 
expect him to exercise it—skillfully and in 
good humor, but with effect.

When I was with the Rio 
Grande, we had nowhere near the 
problem with motor carrier restrictions 
that the Central does today. That was 
because the Rio Grande got into the

The narrow gauge lines were obso- 
lete and cost us $1.80 to operate for 
every dollar we took in. By the sub- 
stitution of bus and truck service, we 
were able to give the public in that 
area overnight service to Durango, 
both for freight and passenger, and 
save much of the wasteful narrow 
gauge operations. 

The Central, which came into the 
motor carrier field. somewhat later, 
could accomplish much of the same 
results. But because it came into the 
field later, it has réstrictions in all of 
its certificates: For example, when 
we have less-than-carload freight in 
our freight house in New York, even 
though we could save a day in serving 
our customers, we cannot take it by 
highway to Albany. 

For example, when the Central first 
filed for substituted motor service au- 
thority in 1946, its annual LCL tonnage 
was 34 million tons. By last year, 
that figure had dropped to less than 
half a million tons.

Ferras is a French artist born 
and bred, but there was nothing 
specifically Gaelic in his per:

WH TOBERMAN DIES 
SECRETARY OF STATE

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 13— 
Secretary of State Walter-H. To- 
berman died of cancer yesterday 
at Memorial Hospital here. The 
80-year-old St. Louisan was serv- 
ing his third four-year term. 

Last March he filed for the 
Democratic nomination for a 
fourth term. Shortly thereafter 
he underwent abdominal surgery 
in St. Loyis and in January he 
withdrew as a candidate because 
of his health. 

Mr. Toberman_ served as 
alderman of the Fourteenth 
Ward in St. Louis for 10 years, 
winning the respect of Republi- 
cans and Democrats alike for his 
work in promoting progressive 
legislation on behalf of the ad- 
ministration of Mayor Bernard 
F. Dickmann. He sponsored the 
pure milk ordinance and the bill 
setting up the merit system for 
city employes. He supported 
smoke elimination and the res- 
taurant ordinance. 

For two years before he be- 
came an alderman he served as 
a member of the Board of: Ad- 
justment, hearing appeals in 
zoning cases. 

In 1945 he was drafted by the 
Democratic Citizens’ Committee 
to run for president of the Board 
of Aldermen, but was defeated. 
Five months later Gov. Phil M. 
Donnelly appointed him circuit 
H. Sam Priest, who had re- 
signed. | 

In 1948 the Democratic State 
Committee selected Mr. Tober- 
man as the nominee for Secre- 
tary of State to fill the vacancy 
on the ticket resulting from the 
death of Robert W. Winn. He 
won election that fall, and was 
re-elected in 1952 and 1956. 

Mr. Toberman was born on a 
farm in Montgomery county, Hli- 
nois. After attending public 
schools in Fillmore, IIl., he, en- 
tered the grain business. In 
1904 he moved to St. Louis and 
established the Toberman Grain 
Co. 

He was élected president of 
the National Hay Association in 
1929. In 1942 he served as presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Merchants’ 
Exchange. : 

Mr. Toberman maintained his 
St. Louis home at 3439 Pestalozzi 
street. He is survived by a son, 
Walter I. Toberman, and a 
nephew, Mayor Macon E. Tober- 
man of National City, Ill., who 
are associates in the grain firm, 
and two grandsons, David and 
Tom Toberman. 

Mr. Toberman’s unexpired 
term as Secretary of State ex- 
tends to next January. Gov. 
James T. Blair will fill the va- 
cancy by appointment.

The National Council of 
Churches has called on member 
churches and individual Chris- 
tians to take ‘‘practical steps’’ to 
help break the pattern of segre- 


The council’s message will be 
read tomorrow from thousands 
of pulpits across the country. 
It was issued in connection with 


Relations Sunday. 


Unlike some of the messages 
which the National Council has 
sent out on similar occasions, it 
is not just a pious appeal for 
brotherly love which church 
members can listen to, agree 
with and forget. | 


It is a blunt challenge to local 
'churches and individual Chris- 
'tians to do something—direct, 
_immediate and concrete—about 
opening up all-white neighbor- 
_hoods to Negro families. 

| It is addressed primarily to’ 
white Christians of northern 
cities who have been inclined to 
think of segregation as a south- 
ern dilemma. It points out that 
the average northern Christian 
has no race relations problem 
simply because he has no Negro 
neighbors. His church may 
proudly proclaim itself “racially 
inclusive’ but the declaration 
| means nothing since there are 
no Negro families within miles 
to come through the “‘open door." 

The message asserts that seg- 
regation in housing is hurting 
not only Negro families who are 

forced to bring up their children 
|in overpriced, overcrowded urban 
‘slums, but also white fam- 
ilies who “perpetuate or acqui- 
'esce in” a system that is 
patently unfair and _ un-Chris- 
tian. 

The message says churches 
can “‘use their influence to see 
that the community guarantees” 
the right of Negroes to obtain 
desirable housing and to occupy 
it in peace.

BLAST CASE GOES 
10 GRAND JURY 


PORTLAND, Ore., Feb. 13 
(AP)—The case of seven per- 
sons accused of a part in the 
bombing of 10 trucks that hauled 
for Portland’s two struck daily 
newspapers goes before a grand 
jury today. 

There was no advance word on 
whether any of the accused will 
be called as witnesses, but sev- 
eral surprise witnesses are ex- 
pected, 

Four men admuifted the Jan. 
31 bombings that damaged six 
trucks in nearby Oregon City 
and four in Portland, 

Gerald Couzens, 20 years old, 
one of the four, said Levi S. 
McDonald paid them off. McDon- 
ald, a member of the negotiating 
committee of the striking Ster- 


eotypers Union, insisted he did | 


not. 

The others arrested Thursday 
night were three Snyder broth- 
ers—Charles and Eddie, each 23, 
and William, 19—and the wives of 
Charles and Eddie. 

McDonald was charged with 
damaging property by explosion 
and held in lieu of $40,000 bail 
on the Portland charge and an 
additional $50,000 bail on the 
Oregon City charge for a total of 
$90,000. ' 

The three Snyder brothers and 
Couzens faced a similar charge. 
The bail for each was $10,000 
in Portland and $10,000 in Oregon 
City for a total of $20,000. 

The wives of the men were not 
charged, but were held as ma- 
terial witnesses. 

Multnomah county Sheriff 
Francis Lambert said Couzens 
and the three Snyders all gave 
detailed statements. He quoted 
them ‘as saying McDonald pro- 
vided $400 in pay-off money three 
days after the bombing. 

The bombing was the first ma- 
for violence of the Portland 
newspaper strike that began Nov. 
10. Members of the Stereotypers 
Union walked off the job at the 
Oregonian and Oregon Journal. 
Other union members observed 
the picket lines. The two news- 
papers since the strike started 
have published jointly with su- 
pervisory and non-union per- 
sonnel.

Symington, an unannounced 
Democratic presidential possibil- 
ity, told a Jackson-Jefferson day 
dinner that ‘‘the leaders of the 
Republican party are completely 
consistent in their attitude to- 
ward reclamation.

‘big spending’ and change their

He said that “in the less de- 
veloped areas of our great coun- 
try, such a policy means no new 
industry, no new payrolls, no 
new markets and no new 
growth.” 

Symington assailed also Ad- 
ministration farm policies and 
said the Eisenhower proposal to 
lift the 414 per cent interest ceil- 
ing on long-term government 
bonds was “inflationary.”
